Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art a method and an apparatus for repairing defect in a normally white liquid crystal 
display wherein the apparatus comprising pixel defect location means for identifying a 
location of a defective pixel and ablation means for ablating a portion of a color filter 
corresponding to the location of the defective pixel, the ablating means discoloring the 
color filter (darkening beyond grey) at the location. 

4. USPAT 5,926,246 and USPAT 5,142,386 (Ishihara) disclose a method for 
repairing defects in a liquid crystal display wherein first a pixel defect is located and then 
burning/blackening is done by focusing a laser the defective pixel and thus repairing the 
defect. Specially USPAT 5,142,386 utilizes a brute force ablation technique which burns 
the color filter and the liquid crystal cell to cause the pixel to have a grey color, 
preferably a mid point between white and black. Further, Ishihara does not teach or 
suggest discoloring the color filter without damaging a glass substrate by disclosing that 
the laser is provided through the substrates and the filter to reach electrodes. The newly 
cited reference (JP-9-1 52568) discloses a defect correction method of liquid crystal 
display element formed on TFT substrate, color filter substrates-involves etching 
defective portion of thin film by ablation phenomenon or by optical decomposition 
reaction and then forming new films in those areas but fail to teach or suggest alone or 
in combination the claimed invention.
